"Tacloban is totally de¬ 
stroyed People are becoming 
violent They are looting 
business establishments; the 
malls, just, to find food, rice 
and milk. I am afraid that in 
one week, people will be 
killing from hunger." 

President Bemgno Aquino 
said while visiting Taelob an 
an Sunday that looting had 
become a major concern, 
after only 2G officers out of 
the city's 390-strong police 
farce turned up far work 

In the Philippines, up to 
four million children could 
be affected by die disaster,, 
the United Nations Children's 
Fund warned Sunday. 

"We are rushing to get 
critical supplies to children 
who are bearing the brunt of 
tins crisis," said UNICEF 


Philippines representative 
Tom do Hozumi. 

"Reaching the w r arst-af¬ 
fected areas is very difficult," 
he said. " But we are working 
around the clock.' 

Authorities were strug¬ 
gling to understand the sheer 
magnitude of the disaster, let 
alone react to it, with the re¬ 
gional police chief for Leyte 
saying initial government es¬ 
timates showed 10,000 peo¬ 
ple were believed tD have 
died in that province alone 
Chief Superintendent 
Elmer Son a told reporters in 
Tacloban that the typhoon de¬ 
stroyed up to SO percent of 
the structures in its path. 

World sends emergency 
aid to battered Philip pines 
Countries and organisa¬ 
tions around the world, in¬ 


cluding the US, the UN and 
the EU, on Sunday scrambled 
aid to the Philippines as the 
devastation wreaked by 
Super Typhoon Haiyan be¬ 
came clearer 

US military help was on 
its wav, after the Pentagon 
said Defence Secretary 
Chuck Ha gel was responding 
to a request from Manila for 
assistance It included searda- 
and-rescue ships and trans¬

Malala. She is our daughter 
and she is herself confused 1 ' 
Mirza said. 

Blasphemy is a sensitive 
issue m Pakistan also, where 
it carries the death penalty. 

Mirza said that that some 
152,000 pn vat e s cho o 1 s 
across Pakistan stood in soli¬ 
darity with Malala after she 
was shot by the Taliban in 
northwestern Swat valley last 
year, but the views she had 
expressed in her autobiogra¬ 
phy were not “acceptable" 

He denied any threat or 
pressure by any militant group 
on his federation So ban the 
book. Taliban militants had 


threatened to attack Pakistani 
book shops selling Malala's 
book. 

Co-written with British 
journalist Christina Lamb, “1 
Am Malala: The Girl Who 
Stood Up far Education and 
was Shot by the Taliban" tells 
of the I (5-year-old’s terror as 
two gunmen boarded her 
school bus on October 9, 2012 
and shot her m the head. 

The book describes 
Malala's life under the Tal¬ 
iban's brutal rule in northwest 
Pakistan's Swat valley in the 
mid-2DODs, hints at her ambi¬ 
tion to enter Pakistani politics, 
and even desenbes her father's 
brief flirtation with Islamic 
fundamentalism as a young¬ 
ster. 

Tire book describes public 
hoggings by the Taliban, their 
ban on television, dancing and 
music, and the family's deci¬ 
sion to flee Swat along with 
nearly one million others in 
2DO 9 amid heavy fighting be¬ 
tween the militants and Pak¬ 
istani troops. 

Yousafzai last month hit 
b ack at claims that she has be¬ 
come a figure of the West, in¬ 
sisting she was proud to he a 
Pakistani.

Germany marks Nazi pogrom anniversary with vigils, Twitter 

BERLIN (AFP) - Germany on 
Saturday began marking the 
75th anniversary of the Nazi 
pogrom Krlstaiinacht with 
solemn ceremonies and 
touching and Innovative trib¬ 
utes to the victims. Rather 
than conducting one central 
memorial event, Germany 
this year is seeing smaller 
commemorations throughout 
the weekend including strik¬ 
ing ait projects, Twitter initia¬ 
tives and silent vigils. The 
attacks of November 9 and 
10, 1938, saw Nazi thugs 
plunder Jewish businesses throughout Germany, torch synagogues and round up 
about 30,000 Jewish men for deportation to concentration camps. At least 90 Jews 
were killed in the orgy of violence, also known as The Night of Broken Glass', which 
historians say ushered in the start of the Nazis' drive to wipe out European Jewry. As 
part of the unconventional memorials, Berliners and tourists during the day polished 
around 5,000 "Stolpersteine" mem orials for Jews in their neighbourhoods. The "stum - 
bling blocks" are small plaques bearing the names of Holocaust victims embedded in 
the street in front of their last known address, along with their dates of birth and facts 
about their deportation.

— Using an over-the-counter or prescription medicine, 
follow the instructions printed on the box or label. 

— Do not use a combination shampoo/conditioner or 
conditioner alone before using the lice medicine. Refrain 
from washing the hair for a day or two after the lice med¬ 
icine is removed. 

— Check for live lice eight to 12 hours after treatm ent A 
few lice may survive. If they’re moving more slowly than 
before, do not re-treat. The medicine may take longer to 
kill all the lice. Comb dead and any remaining live lice 
out of the hair using a nit comb, which is designed to re¬ 
move the lice eggs from the hair shaft. 

— Nit combs, designed to rem ove lice eggs from the hair 
shaft, are often found in lice medicine packages. Use the 
comb to remove the eggs and lice from the hair. Flea 
combs made for cats and dogs may also be effective. 


Ecuador addiction 
clinic accused of 
torturing patients 


QUITO (AFP) - More than a 
dozen people rescued from an 
anti-addiction dime in Quito 
have said they were tortured 
there, Ecuadoran prosecutors 
said Thursday, with some vic¬ 
tims reporting that they were 
electrocuted. 

The 17 patients, including a 
child, were taken to new med¬ 
ical facilities and seven suspects 
have been taken into custody a 
prosecutor said on Twitter, in 
die latest discovery of alleged 
abuse at such frailties. 

One victim said that her treat¬ 
ment for alcohol dependence 
aid drugs involved being forced 
to take off her sho es on a wet 
floor rigged with an electrical 
charge, an officer involved m 
die operation told AFP. 

"These people were being 
held against their will, over¬ 
crowded, m degrading, un¬ 
healthy conditions. They were 
sleeping on the floor They had 
no sewer system," a justice of¬ 
ficial said

to prosecutors

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
deadliest known outbreak of a 
measles-like virus in bot- 
tlenose dolphins has killed a 
record number of the animals 
along the US Atlantic coast 
since July, officials said 

A total of 753 bottlenose 
doIphmshave washedup from 
New York to Florida from July 
1 until November 3, the Na¬ 
tional Oceanic and Atmos¬ 
pheric Administration said. 

Tliat is more than 10 times 
the number of dolphins that 
would typically turn up dead 
along East Coast beaches, said 
Ten F-owles, program coordi¬ 
nator of tiie NOAA Fisheries 
Marine Mammal Health and 
S trandm g Re sp oilse Pro gr am 

And they have come in a 
much shorter time period, 
leading officials to antiapate 
this event could get much 
worse. 

Hie cause of death is inor- 
billivirus, a form of marine 
mammal measles that is simi¬ 
lar to canine distemper and can 
cause pneumonia, suppressed 
immune function and brain in¬ 
fections that are usually fatal. 

Hi ere is no evidence that 
cetacean morbtlli virus can 
cause disease in people. 

However, sick dolphins can 
also have bacterial or fungal 
infections that dD pose risks to 
people, so beach-combers are 
advised not. tD approach 
stranded animals but rather to 
call a local stranding network 
for help. 

The virus spreads among 
dolphins m close contact. 

Efforts are underway to try 
and determine if the virus 
might have been introduced 
into wild bottlenose dolphins 
from another species, like 
humpback whales or pygmy 
sperm whales.

US finance chief to raise China 
currency on Asia trip 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
Treasury Secretary Jack Lew 
will raise concerns about 
China's trade policies and seek 
headway on an Asian trade 
pact during a visit next week 
Lew will start a trip Tuesday 
to Japan then visit three other 
countries in the Trans-Pacific

"In China, he will discuss 
progress on the reform agenda 
and efforts to level the playing 
field for US workers and busi¬

Lew will also speak with 
China about enforcement of 
sanctions on Iran and North 
Korea over their disputed nu¬ 
clear programs, it said 


The Treasury Department 
last week charged that China's 
yuan currency remains under¬

But the Treasury stopped 
short of branding China a cur¬ 
rency manipulator, a designa¬ 
tion tli at could trigger 
sanctions.

But m recent months, the 
Obama administration has 
been vocal in pressing China 
to crack down on theft of intel¬ 
lectual prop eity, which a report 
tins year said was costing US 
mdustiy billions of dollars a 
year. 


The United States has gen¬ 
erally supported an aggressive 
push by Japanese Prune Min¬ 
ister Shmzo Abe to boost die 
world's third-largest economy, 
although US lawmakers have 
also voiced concern about die 
depreciation of the yen 

Abe has hrushed aside con¬ 
cerns by Japanese farmers to 
enter talks on the Trans-Pacific 
Partnership, a US-driven effort 
to create avast free-trade zone. 

Hie pact would bring to¬ 
gether the economies of Aus¬ 
tralia, Brunei, Canada, Chile, 
Japan, Malaysia, Mexico, New 
Zealand, Peru, Singapore, the 
United States and Vietnam. 

The countries, which ac¬ 
count for more than one-third 
of the global economy, have 
called for an agreement by the 
end of the year hut several of¬ 
ficials have admitted publicly 
that the goal is unrealistic. 


Protesters call for Haitian president 
to quit 


PORT-AU-PRINCE. (AFP) - 
Thousands of angry protesters 
demanded the resignation of 
President Michel Martelly on 
Thursday, clashing with sup¬ 
porters of the Haitian leader in 
the streets of Port-au-Prince. 

Protesters said two people 
suffered gunshot wounds after 
Martelly loyalists opened fire 
during skirmishes that lasted 
several hours in die capital. 

The two sides hurled rocks 
at each other during the fight¬ 
ing, which brought parts of the 
city to a standstill and trig¬ 
gered huge traffic jams. 

Anti-Martelly demonstrators 
accused the Haitian president 
of cronyism, charging that he 
is ruling the impoverished 
Caribbean nation for the bene¬ 
fit of Iris friends and family 
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KABUL (AFP) - Afghan day labourers work at a charcoal 
shop in Kabul on Sunday, November 10. 2013. Over a 
third of Afghans are living in abject poverty, as those in 
power are more concerned about addressing their 
vested interests rather than the basic needs of the pop¬ 
ulation, a UN report said. 


Tire demonstrators had 
marched some 20 kilometers 
(12.5 miles) in blazing sun¬ 
shine to central Port-au-Prince, 
chanting anti-government slo¬ 
gans along the route.
